DESTRUCTION OF. THE JAPANESE 
VILLAGE. 


Tho interesting Bxhibition of Japanese 
life, manner, and industrica which was 
opened some months ago in Hamphrey's 
hall, Knigltsbridge, has come to un untime- 
ly ond. On the 2nd May, shurtly after 
half-past cight a.m., a fire broke out, and 
within a littl more than an hour both the 
Village and the hall in which it was Tocated 
were reduced to ruins, How the calamity 
crignated cannot be precisely ascertained. 
According to one account ib was caused by 
the upsotting of a brazier, over which tho 
tenant of one of the houses was preparing 
breakfast; and another statement is that 


the overheating of a stove in the refresh.) 


. ment department was the cause ‘of the firg. 
What is cortain is that while tho villagers 
wore engaged in domestic purauita prior to 
the opening of the Exhibition to the public 
they were alarmed bya ery of danger, and at 
once abandoned the building, some of thom 
who were still in their sleeping apartments 
having seatcely time to put on their clothes, 
‘When once the flames had obtained's hold 
upon the structures of bamboo and paper, 
of which the Village was chiefly composed, 
the place was doomed, Building materials 
of amore. combustible kind could not be 
found, endas far as the Village itself wes 
concerned less than half-an-hour sufficed to 
reduce it to ashes. The hall iteelf boing of 
brick with-a stout timber roof, resisted a 

___ litte longer, but this also succumbed in an 

“Four, and, indeed, from tho hoginning, the 
efforts of the Hire Brigade were -chiefly 
directed to an endeavour to save the 
Flumphroys Mansions, which formed the 
treat frontage of the whole pile. Under 
the command of Captain Shaw, a -etron, 
detachment of men; twenty steamers, an 
several stand eogines were on the spot 
within a short time of the outbreak. Lad. 
dera were placed against the frontage of the 
building, and up these tho firomen swarm- 
ed with hose, from which they diracted 
immense volumes of water upon the raging 
fire. Fortunately, all the people of the

none of them sustaining any injury, except 
two who were slightly cut about the hands.
